1. The article in the fWach laagazirso Match doe* not gi‘ vc 
sufficient reformation to perait c lasts i float ion or identification 
of the U. F. 0. The tone of the article gives the impression 
that the sighting hat been considerably exaggerated in order to 
produce a more sensational story. In most cases of foreign 
sightings it has not been possible to thoroughly interrogate ail 
the people involved, so in many ins tenets no Identification has 
been possible. In the V. 8 . during the Hue Book investigation, 
a concentrated effort vm made to track dawn all ini’orwetion 
possible on each reported sitting and, as a result, the per- 
centage of unknown and insufficient information eases dropped 
frets S6 per cent to 10 per cent. 

If a thorough investigation of the U. F. 0. reported lit 
ffotefe were mads it wewM undcca>tedly disclose mJditional data 
that would permit it to be classified in one at the Blue Book 
categories and most likely an identification could be made 
.just as has happened in a raatoer of very similar cases.
